Mass Production Planned 


Mr. Wallace R. Campbell, president of 
the Ford Motor Company of Canada, has 
been appointed chairman of the new War 
Supply Board, while Mr. Vaughan, head 
of the purchasing department of the Na- 
tional Railways, becomes vice-chairman of 
the Board and director-general of its buy- 
ing. Both, the country should know and 
appreciate, are to serve without pay. 

The plain meaning of this set-up is that 
Canada is to go in for mass production of 
equipment and munitions for itself and its 
allies. That the right men have been 
chosen to direct the job and put energy 
into it will be generally recognized. The 
War Measures Act gives the Board wide 
powers to mobilize industry and utilize re- 
sources of all kinds, powers which will un- 
doubtedly be exercized to the full when 
and as circumstances require. 


The farms, the forests, the mines and 
the factories are all sectors of the produc- 
tion front, and in all these there will have 
to be maximum output, and corelated ac- 
tivity, if the needs of the Allied forces and 
populations are to be adequately met. That 
such is the intention is clear from the cali- 
bre of the men chosen to direct the oper- 
ations. 


Biding Their Time 


A French publicist of the first rank 
suggests that a million Nazi troops will 
have to be held in Poland, Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia to keep the non-German 
and German non-Nazi elements in the 
Fuehrer’s polyglot Reich from breaking 
into rebellion. 

Confirmation of his opinion comes in 
the form of authoritative news that a re- 
volutionary movement broke out in Bo- 
hemia and Moravia at last week-end, while 
on Tuesday nineteen Slovak garrisons re- 
volted and about 15,000 troops had to be 
disarmed. That the Poles will have to be 
effectively “policed,” and the democratic 
elements in Austria and Germany kept in 
Suppression, is beyond question. 

This does not imply that the Nazi re- 
gime is likely to be upset in the near future 
by internal explosion; the Black Shirts 
have gums and the Gestapo will see that 


the dissentient groups have none. Nor 
does it mean that the Siegfried line will 


lack defen ; the Fuehrer has built up 
too vast an army for that. 

But while suppression may keep disor- 
der from breaking out and the western 
front may be fully manned, the Fuehrer 
has accumulated within his borders the 
racial and political ingredients for an erup- 
tion whenever circumstances may arise 
which make that practically impossibl 


ple. 


The Message To Congress 


The message of President Roosevelt to 
Congress yesterday was foredoomed to 
condemnation at Berlin; alike by the con- 
tents of the message itself, and by the 
practical results which would follow the 
adoption of the policy he urged 

The substance of Mr. Roosevelt's argu- 
ment was that security, neutrality and 
peace will be better assured to the United 
States if Congress lifts the embargo 
against the export of munitions and re- 
aligns its legislation with “age-old, time- 
honored international law.” 

The use of this phrase alone, and the 
emphasis placed upon it as embodying the 
proper basis for national policy, was 
enough to ensure an outburst of anger 
from the high and low spokesmen for the 


arch ener of international law, if not 
from the chief law-breaker himself. In 
quarters where law is hated and habitually 


violated, the word is a term of re- 
proach and an incitement to fury 
The 


very 


circumstances make equally 


unpopular in Nazi headquarters the revi- 
sion of the neutrality law which the Presi- 
dent recommended. If so revised, muni- 
tions of all kinds may be legally purchased 


in the United States by any belligerent 


which takes title to the goods in the United 
States and carries them away in its own 
ships. Having the ships, Britain and 
France could buy on these terms, while 


Germany could not. 

For this the United States is in no way 
to blame; but that wil! not save it either 
from Nazi wrath, or from the vengeful 
measures—whatever they may be—which 
officials at Berlin on Monday threatened 
would follow if the United States did not 
continue to embargo munitions shipments 
to the Allies. 

Whatever Congress may do, the Presi- 
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dent made clear that he is not taking or- 
ders from Berlin, even when the 
are accompanied by threat.

The assassination of the Rumanian 
premier, allegedly because of his anti-Nazi 
policy, is outstanding among a number 
of events which reflect a condition of 
chaos interjected into that little kingdom 
by the debacle in Poland. Another is the 
internment of the fleeing premier, foreign 
minister and commander-in-chief of the 
Polish forces, who entered the country on 


their round-about way to Paris, also indi- - 


cating pro-Nazi sympathies or a fear to 
arouse the anger of the Fuehrer. But, on 
the other side of the account, is the arrest 
of Nazi residents of a Rumanian province 
who were accused of plotting an insurrec- 
tion, concurrent with an expected invasion 
by Nazi troops from Poland. 

Russia headed off the latter develop- 
ment by driving a wedge of its troops 
through southern Poland and thus shield- 
ing the border—and the Rumanian au- 
thorities closed the border against both 
Nazis and Russians. A more complete 
picture of confusion could hardly be pre- 
sented by fragmentary despatches. 

The whole group of Balkan states may 
be supposed to be a potential field for like 
pandemonium. Nazi agents have been 
busy throughout the peninsula. The fear 
of Hitler is a very much more powerful 
factor than their propaganda, in creating 
cleavage and mistrust between class and 
class, super-imposed upon the always 
present racial disharmony. The shadow of 
the Fuehrer lies across the whole south- 
eastern area, and the little peoples there 
are living in fear of him and of each other. 

Italy — and this means Mussolini — is 
alone capable of restoring any semblance 
of confidence and quiet in that proverb- 
ially restless corner of Europe. For what- 
ever reason, I] Duce is reported to be try- 
ing to bring the entire Balkan group into 
a neutral block. Should he succeed, it will 
also rest with him how neutral the block 
is to be. If the “axis” still holds, he can 
turn the Balkans into a great supply depot 
for Germany.

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Current Comment 
In the Days ‘Ahead 


Now that war has come, the people of Can- 
ada must prepare themselves for disappoint- 
ment and discouragement as well as for grati- 
fication and encouragement. What no man 
knows is where and how the last battle will be 
fought. Those of us who are on the British side 
only feel deep in our beings that it will end 
in the defeat of unscrupulous power as an instru- 
ment of policy. Before that last battle is fought, 
however, many things must take place, much 
suffering must be endured and many sacrifices 
made. The probability is that reverses will come 
to the Allies’ cause, as well as to that of the 
enemy. Perhaps for weeks reports will come of 
indifferent success by the Anglo-French forces. 
International treachery may also be encountered. 
We must steel] ourselves against such things by 
recognizing that they may happen. It would be 
a disservice to the country and the task it has 
shouldered to permit them to dishearten or dis- 
may. Morale will count much in the struggle 
which has now begun.—Ottawa Citizen. 


Think Hard, America 


(From The Magazine of Wall Street) 


No amount of diplomatic language can alter 
the realities which have plunged Europe into 
its second major war in one generation. For six 
years Nazi Germany has rested its domestic and 
foreign policy on the foundation of lies and brute 
force. Year after year Hitler's ambition to gain 
hegemony over Europe, if not the entire world— 
whether by economic penetration or military 
force—has broadened. Grab has followed grab. 
He took Austria, Czecho-Slovakia and Meme] be- 
fore the British and French really awakened to 
their grave peril. If he succeeds in taking Poland, 
he will turn next to Hungary or Rumania or 
Yugoslavia, 

The British and French are fighting neither to 
save Poland nor to preserve Democracy. They 
are fighting for their own exisience. We are liv- 
ing in a practical, hard-boiled, cynical world 
Whether the United States manages to stay out 
of this war or whether it eventually is drawn in, 
what we need to do now is cut out the oratory 
and give thought primarily to how our own na- 
tional interests can best be served. 

The vast majority of our people ardently hope 
Britain and France will win this war. They sense 
the reality that a defeat for Britain—with the 
sinking or confiscation of the British navy— 
would be a disaster for us, forcing us at the least 
to divert major and frantically rapid effort to the 
building of our own armaments on a scale never 
before dreamed of, with all of the evil conse- 
quences that would imply. 

We could make a British defeat improbable 
by going to war prompily on her side. We could 
help in important degree by making all needed 
materials available on a “cash and carry” basis. 
W could edge our way into war by furnishing 
materials at our own cost or by limited use of 
our navy. The one certainty is that we cannot 
have our cake and eat it too. The time has come 
to weigh the problem in a cynical, hard-boiled 
way. Self-preservation is the first and strongest 
law of nature. 


Mussolini’s Alternatives 


Fascist extremists, advocates of a party 
tyranny without bounds and without scruples for 
old traditions, have always had their place in the 
Fascist movement, but from the beginning the 
Fascist movement represented also a national at- 
lempt to sink party differences for the supreme 
purpose of maintaining law and order in the 
country. For that purpose the monarchy, the 
Church, the old Conservatives, the leaders of the 
armed forces, and even some of the trade union 
leaders backed Fascism. Repeatedly the Fascist 
movement was tugged in one direction by the 
extremists, in another by the forces named. 
Mussolini repeatedly succeeded in standing aloof 
and choosing the side which suited him best. To- 
day it can hardly be doubted that the monarchy, 
the Church, industry, commerce, and the people 
at large would support him if he saw it advan- 
tageous to dispossess the present governing 
clique, which is committed wholly to Hitler. By 
doing so he would lose what, if all went well 
with him, he might gain from a rapid and com- 


plete victory of the Axis. He would have to 
abandon hope of ruling next year in Tunis, 
Egypt, Cyprus, and so on, with a much more 


powerful Germany, however, always setting the 
limit on the enjoyment of that power 


He would 
risk the Teutonic fury, but would face it jointly 
with England, France, and most of the rest of the 
world. At home he would risk nothing. An 
insurrection of Fascist extremists to force the 
country into an unpopular war is unthenkable, 
and so at present is an anti-Fascist insui 
to take advantage of the bankruptcy of 
policy. He would gain an immense goodwill at 
home and a goodwill in the world at large which 
would go far in reconciling the peaceful Powers 
to some of the objectives of Italian national 
policy. But is Mussolini powerless to choose this 
way because a gambler's appetite for sudden 
glory has utterly annihilated his shrewd com- 
mon sense and Italian fineness of perception?— 
Manchester Guardian
